FARM  PRODUCTION,  DISPOSITION,  CASH  RECEIPTS  AND  GROSS  INCOME  EOR  TURKEYS 

1949  -  50  1/ 

Turkey  production  in  1950  amounted  to  44,721*000  birds,  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cviltural  Economics  reports.    This  is  7  percent  more  than  in  1949  and  28  percent 
alDOve  the  1939-48  average.    Production  was  ahove  that  of  1949  in  35  States,  the 
same  in  3  States  and  below  in  10  States. 

California  was  again  the  leading  State  in  the  production  of  turkeys,  with 
7,001,000  birds  in  1950,  followed  by  Texas  with  4,423,000,  Minnesota  with 
4,136,000,  Iowa  with  3,114,000  and  Virginia  with  1,974,000.  "These  5  States  ac- 
counted for  46  percent  of  the  turkeys  produced  in  1950.    The' Western  States,  the 
largest  producing  area  in  the  United  States,  produced    28  percent  of  the  Nation's 
turkeys  in  1950,  the  West  North  Central  27  percent,  the  East  North  Central  and 
South  Central  13  percent  each,  the  South  Atlantic  11  percent  and  the  North  Atlantic 
8  percent .   ,  - 

Turkey  Sales  Larger;    Turkeys  sold  in  1950  numbered  43,887,000  birds  —  8 
percent  more  than  in  1949,    Sales  exceeded  those  of  1949  in  all  areas  of  the 
country  except  the  West  where  they  were  down  about  1  percent, 

January  1  Breeder  Hen  Holdings  Larger:  Breeder  hen  holdings  on  January  1, 
1951  were  3  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  while  all  other  turkeys  (market 
birds  and  breeder  toms)  were  6  percent  less. 

Prices  Lower:  The  average  price  received  for  turkeys  sold  in  1950  was  32.8 
cents  per  pound  live  weight,  compared  with  35al  cents  in  1949.  Turkey  prices  in 
January  1950  averaged  32.6  cents  per  pound,  16.7  cents  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
As  the  year  advanced  the  difference  in  monthly  prices  compared  with  1949  gradually 
decreased.  By  mid-August  the  price  was  equal  to  that  of  a  year  earlier.  During 
the  last  4  months  of  1950,  the  average  turkey  price  was  33.1  cents  compared  v/ith 
34.6  cents  in  1949. 

Cash  Receipts  are  About  the  Same:    Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  814,819,000 
pounds  (  live  weight)  of  turkey  meat  in  1950  amounted  to  $267,029,000  —  about  the 
same  as  in  1949.    A  7  percent  increase  from  1949  in  the  pounds  of  turkey  sold 
offset  the  decrease  in  the  price  per  pound. 

Market  Turkeys  Lighter;    Market  turkeys  averaged  18,6  pounds  in  1950  —  one 
tenth  of  a  pound  lighter  than  in  1949,  because  of  the  increased  proportion  of 
Beltsville  White  turkeys  raised  in  1950.    Hens  averaged  14.1  pounds  in  1950  com- 
pared with  14.2  in  1949  and  toms  23.0  compared  with  23.3  in  1949, 

Death  Loss:  Loss  of  poults  in  1950  was  16o0  percent  of  those  hatched  com- 
pared with  16.4  percent  in  1949,  Breeder  hen  losses  were  8.1  percent,  the  same 
as  in  1949,
